That Is why Mr. Brown has been 
working with his committee to re- 
organize the various departments and 
stop duplication of work. 

"Freddie, let me aak you this. Sup- 
pose your father saw a certain part 
of his store going dowa hUL It was 
not doiag the business it should. He 
tried aad tried, we will say, for 
months to get this la duuve of this 
department to better eonditlons. But 
they failed. What would he doT Re 
would have to do tho only thing left 
Dismiss all those responsible and put 
new blood in their places. We don't 
know the exact reason for the dismis- 
sal of the Bureau of Engraving and 
Printing officials, but President Hard- 
ing has said there was sufficient rea- 
sons for their discharge. He haa said 
it was for the 'good of the service' 
which means for better efflclency. II 
means that that part of the govern- 
ment waa not going along as It should. 

"Naturally tho Democrats are quite 
excited over this affair because mem- 
bers et thai* partjr are Ut. They are 
howliag for the Fraotdeat to give his 
reasons for thess. diamlasals. The cry 
of the nemocratt at this time is amus- 
ing. All of a snddea, whoa they no 
longer are able to pick whom they 
choose and place them ia government 
positions where they obooeCi they have 
become champlonn of the civil service 
law. 

"Everyone ran rest assured of one 
thing. Tho President will prohably not 
present any specific charges against 
(he dtimlsaed olUclals. There is slin- 
ply a general charge of loentciency. 



We must aU remember this. The ad- 
ministration of the executive branch 
of our government according to tlie 
Constitution rests with President 
Harding. The President feels that 
what ho did was for the best interests 
of the country as a whole. That is the 
only way, as President, he can look at 
things. 

"We can be sure of another thing. 
This Isn't the last of the shake-ups at 
Washington. Ruorganizatlon In other 
departments of the gorernment will 
follow wherever the President finds 
that the service can be improved. Tlie 
internal Kevenne divlsioB of the 
Treasury will probaUy be reorgaa- 
Ized. Work is years behind in that olt- 
flce. Whea the reorganisation of the 
Treasury Department (of which the 
Hureau of Engraving and Printing Is 
a part) Is completed. It Is said that 
ether departments will follow. The 
administration iias made up its mind 
that the government is goin^; to be 
run on a business basis, and If the 
people who make u;) some of the 
liranches of the government are not 
as efficient as they should be they will 
have to go. The United States govern- 
ment must function properly even If 
a few people are temporarily embar- 
raased. That la the answer to any- 
thing of this kind. Secretary Christian 
in reply to a visit from the dismissed 
men and women said' 

" 'The President baa had no wish to 
reflect upon the character of any gov- 
ernment employee, but he did hold 
Ibat a sweeping change in the bureau 
was essential for the good of the pub- 
lic service. Ho regrets the Insinuating 
Iiubllcity no le.ss than those do w-ho 
liave been discontinued from the pub- 
lic service'"

usual. Anything you may bear'to the 
contrary is false. 

"We have requested that we be 
given three sets of buyers for tho com- 
ing season so tliat three houses may 
sell at the same time. Several of tho 
companies have agreed to do this and 
we have no doubt but that all of them 
will. This will enable us to give tho 
trade better service than ever before. 

"In your Intereet we ask that you 
oonsider very earetolly the benefits 
that have been derived from the to- 
bfusoo iadnstry la this seotioa aad take 
no step that would ia aay way pre- 
TOBt the iadnstry gettiag back on a 
normal basis. This basis as you well 
know has been very profitable to you 
as a farmer over a period of many 
years."
